The president, it was stated, is as a n x i o u s as ever to avoid 
w ar with Germany, but also 
is

American citizens and ships shall be free to travel the high 
seas unmolested. 
His next step, if taken, will he to enforce 
that right and even then the issue of w ar or peace will he with 
Germany. Any hostile action will have to come in the form of 
an interference with an American right. 
Details of the government’s plans are not discussed.

is known, however, that convoying and arming merchant ships 
a re being considered. 
No new developm ent cann1 today to in­ 
dicate th a t the overt aet by G erm an y regarded as inevitable 
was nearer at hand.

Just before th e meeting tin* majority of 
the members had attended a session of the council for national 
defense called at the war departm ent to discuss mobilization 
of the nation’s resources. 
Practically every member took to the cabinet information 
ab o u t the activities of his d e p a rtm e n t in connection with tin* 
general precautions being taken.

discussed in­ 
cluded proposed emergency legislation steps for protecting 
property, mail problems precipitated by the failure of ships 
to sail from American ports ror E urope, economic issues and 
the arm y and navy preparations. 
A fter the meeting it was authoritatively stated th a t nothing 
h ad yet happened to change the course pursued by the gov­ 
ernment.

however, has been to make officials certain that G erm any is 
proceeding with her proclaimed policy of ruthlessness. 
The effect of the tying up of ships in American harbors 
is one of the questions being given careful consideration.

enforced idleness of the m erchant fleet is a subject of grow­ 
ing exasperation.
